} He fays, are no implicit denials of 
natural Religion: and I fay they 
are; and have iufficiently proved it 
in my foriner Letter ; and now more- 
hole world for the truth of it: and 
that is anfwer fufficient. -—— What he adds, Ner even of 
Reveal’d, as fo the Dogmata, as numberle/y texts from 
the New Te/tament might tbe quoted to (pew, 1 cannot reply 
tos becaufe he does not tcli us his meaning ; and I can- 
not anfwer what [ do not underftand. ; 

My calling this Prayer an w4theifical one, is not fo 
glaring an abjurdity, as he reprefents it 3; nor avy abfur- 
dity. He might have been pleafed to have obferved 

his not obferving it, I do net call 2 fa//e Quotation, tho’ 

goftly might) that I tile ic ikewife a Alock-Prayer, and 
an Anti-Prayer. And tho’ it be fufficiently abfurd, for 
an Atheift to compofe a real piows Prayer to God ; yet 
for fuch a one to be profane and. Athei/tical in the form of 
a Mock-Prayer, is no ablurdity at all. 

Is a notion fit only to be propagated. So ends the para- 
graph: which is no fenfe. I do not make the fame bafe 
afe of this miftake, as the Bre-Writers did of mine in 
the falje Quotation. No douot, it was only a flip of the 
Writer’s pen 5 or an error of the prefs; by which fome 
words are left out. 

He afterwards accufes me of fal/e confirufion put upon 
the words /ach things. And I anfwer, mine is not a fal/c 
confiruions but his isa fale report. My words are— 
Sech rhngs..... Isuprose be means the Attributes of 
God; particularly bis punitive, ar vindiive, &c. Ido 
not fay he means fo ; but only that J /uppofe he means 
fo ; becaufe I cannot conceive what elfe he ca” mean. 
Or even if it were a dirc&t conffrudtion; here again I ap 
peal to all who know any thing of thefe matters, whe- 
ther they do not from their hearts believe that a wicked 
life, and the dread of divine vengeance hereafter, are 
the foundations of infidelity; and whether our infidel 
books for about thefe 30 years lift paft, be not continu- 
ally harping upon that itring, the denia/ of future puni/b- 
ments: Will thefe men themfelves acknowledge thofe pu- 
nifhments }—Our Promptor here quotes my words wrong. 
I did not fay difiribytive, and vindidtive juftice; but pu- 
mitive, or vindi@ive jufiice. DistripuTive is far from 
being fynonimous with punitive, or vindidive: for it 
implys rewarding as well as punijbing. And yet here | 
do not accule this Writer of fa//2 Quotation.—But I do in 
what follows. He fays, the contrary (viz. that by /uch 
things are not meant the Attributes we are {peaking of) 
appears from the invocatron of the Divinity, and the Attri- 
butes ajeris’d to him in the very firft lines of the Praver.

Unlefs our Author will 
refine upon us, by faying he did not here quote the 
words at all; tho’ he refers to them, having cited them 
at length in this very Paper : and if he does fo refine; 
I give no other anfwer, but that I leave the world to 
judge. —- And from the explanation (continues he) of 
fuch things dy the inventions of human pride; which the 
me fP violent confirudticn in the world can never apply to 
Goa’s Attributes. I did not fay it could ; fo as to make 
any fenie: and therefore fuppoting thofe Attributes to be 
Meant, or nothing, I only took the whole paflage to be 
monfenie. My words are; Why pride? Where's the pride 
of believing tbat God will punifh (for there's the pinch of 
all) &c. Where's the pride of /ubmitting our own weak 
Reajin, &c? Why did they not at firft tell us, or why 
have they not all this while told us, what inecntions of 
human Pride they mean, as relating to Gop ? — Such 
things as men report of Tuts —- Becauje mof of thofe 
sbings appear to me to be nothing elje but the INVENTIONS 
Or Human Prine. Human pride may invent many 
things with relation to men; but how it can be flatter’d 
by inventions relating to Ged, I cannot imagine ; unlefs 
they mean that Human Pride makes Man to be a Being 
D jo great confeguence, (to ule our Prompter’s expreflion) 
that Gop fhould regard his Thoughts, Words, and AGions; 
anithat Curist fhould die sir bim: and if they do fo 


mean 3 let them /peak out, and then we {hail kpow what 
to fay to them. 


In the next paragraph he repeats what he had faid a- 
bout the ancient Philosophers, and points of reveal’d Reli- 
gion. But I not loving tautology, (however he may) 
fhall not, as I need not, repeat my anfwer. Yet one} 
thing in this paragraph mutt be remark’d upon. ‘ He, 
‘ we are told, muff bea very poor Philofopher who makes 
© Faith one branch of Reafon’. And why fo, I pray? 
By Reafon, in a wide fenfe, is often meant the whole 
human underfanding ; including all its aferxts: of which 
Faith, whether human, or divine, is one ; Science and 
Ofinion being the other two. Thus it has been long ftated 
by Philofopners, as well as Divines. Rea/on indeed, 
meaning an aflent upon principles of Reafon, and upon 
evidence arifing from the nature of the thing itfelf, 1s 
ufed in a narrower fignification ; and then ir is contradil- 
tinguifh’d to Faith, which proceeds wlhrolly upon the 
authority of the teltifyer. Not thateven then Reafon 
and Faith are always fuch atipodes as this Writer makes 
them, Sometimes a point is matter of Faith only ; fome- 
times, both of Faith, and Reafon; tho’ in different re- 
{peéts: the creation of the world by God, for inftance : 
however, about this latter I afferted nothing: nor is it 
my bufinefs here to difcufs that common fchool-queltion, 
An jeientia poffit flare cum fide divina? Our Prompter 
may, if he pleafes, fee it very well done at the end of 
Baronius's Metaphyficks, and in other books of that 
nature. I only obierve, that his ufe of the word cconvic- 
tiom is not very accurate. There is conviffion by Faitd, 
as well as by Rea/on. 

‘ That this life (fays he) notewithPanding the light of 
the Go/pel, may be jultly called a ftate of Doubts, ot 
Darkne/s, and of Jenorance, none but the vaineEsT of 
the /pecies willdeny. Are not the moft obvious things 
perplexed with doubts, and hid in darknels? Do we 
underftand how the parts of matter apHERE? &c. 
[Coners, I fhould have faid.] Was there ever any 
thing like this folemn impertinence ? It is not the bu-

dicibiedes is quite different. ‘That God knows better 
what is it for us, than we do ourfelves; and that we 
fhould leave itentirely to him to difpofe of us, as to te 
things of this world; nobody of any thowght, and religi- 
on, whether Heathen, or Chriitian., ever doubted. And 
"tis manifelt Socrares {peaks of fuch things, and of them 
only. But our Philofopher {peaks uz/cerjal/y, and in gee 
neral; as if we were in utter darknefs concerning good, 
and evilof a// kinds. Socrates fure, who was fo ex- 
cellent a moralift, afferted a future ftate, and died a mar- 
tyr for found Dottrine, had a notion of jome other goods, 
and evils, befides thofe of this world, as of vertue, and 
vice, reward, and punifhment, And we Chriftians cer- 
tainly know by Divine Revelation, that Faith, aud Cha- 
rity, and God’s Grace, and the Kingdom of Heaven, 
are Good ; and the contrary Evil; and fo may, and 
ought to pray abjolute/y, not /ypethetically ror the firtt, 
That Ged’s wil/ fhould be done, 
and that br fhowld difpofe of us, as be pleajes, T know 
nobody that denies: and therefore our Author need not 
have proved it from our Saviour’s words; and from the 
Lord’s Prayers Concerning two Petitions, of which latt 
he talks ftrangely: but as "tis nothing to our purpole, 
(whether right, or wrong) and I am quite tired with 
this Scuff ; 1 leave it co the Reader. 

Were I fo critical as he reprelents me; I might obferve 
that in the Prayer quoted trom Socrates, Great Geis 
is not an exaét tranflation of Z:0 Baseaed in the Greeks 
noreven of Jupiter Rex in the Latin on the fide, But 
I pafs thefe trifles. 

He concludes moft triumphantly. ‘£ In fhort, the 
whole Criticifn is fo abjurd, fo unju? ; thews fuch a 
fpirit of pigur, and is fo omnimodo [that Latiz word is

But did the pretended Philofopher in his Prayer, {peak 
of Doubts, and Darknefs, and Ignorance, about the Co- 
heficn of Matter, Spirit, and Subftance, Time, Eternity, 
and Space ? [For thele are the particulars which the 
Prompter mentions.} If he did; it is altogether imperti- 
nent, and abfurd: and the Prayer is even more nonienii 
cal than I took it to be. "Tis plain he {peaks of Doubts 
and Darknefs about our Actions, and our Duty ; about 
what we are to do here, and what is like to become of us 
hereafter, Which is evidently to fet afide the Ciriftian 
Religion 5 by. which all thefe Points are fo clearly reveal'd. 
By the way, thofe words of the Prompter. * How /pi- 
‘rit and jubjtance conjoiw are ftrange ones. Spirit and 
Bopy, if he pleafes. For /pirit is jubfance: tho’ Hoss 
mott ridiculoufly, and in the way of begging the quei- 
tion, made dody and /ubfrance all one. Humble thy/elf, 
thou worm, continues he. ‘This is much more proper in 
our mouths, as apply’d to tzem, than in ¢t/eirs asapply’d 
tows. Humble thyfelf indeed, thou proud, infide/ worm 
fubmit thy fhallow Reafon to the obedience of Faith 5 
and pretend no longer to be wifer than the God who 
made thee. 

In the Jaft paragraph but one, we have thefe words. 
© Socrates (tho' the Critic of our Philofopher’s Prayer 
‘ afferts very ignorantly the comfrary) in the Dialogue 
‘ called the fecond A/cibiades, or Of Prayer, recommends 
‘ a form of prayer very fike this’. Did J affert, that 
Socrates in the fecond Alcibiades, did not recommend 
fuch a Prayer? I faid indeed, that I was confident he did 
not ‘ufe fuch a Prayer as, &c. The plain import of 
which word (as every bocy muft be fenfible) was that / 
knew not he did, and cveri/y believed he did mt, The 
Bee-Writer quoted nothing out of the fecond Al idiade: 


the extraordinary Genius’s of the nation; we Chriitians, 
only aparcel of paltry, ignorant, illiterate Difenters 
from them ; I take notice of it, and that is anfwer enough.
